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Perils Of Fishing 

New York, August 12th.—Of all the 
varied forms that fishery enterprise 
assumes in many seas, there is, says 
a writer in the New York Sun, prob- 
ably none more daring than the an- 
nual migration of 20,000 Newfound- 
landers to and from Labrador, spend- 
ing the summer in trawling for cod 
along that dreary, desolate, sub-Arc- 
tic seaboard. This migration north- 
ward in the spring and southward 
again in the autumn, embraces not 
only the fishermen themselves, bui 
their wives and children with their 
household goods and domestic animals. 
These are conveyed to the lonely 
strand in tie littie fishing smacks, 
and established in miserable wooden 
er turf huts in the harbors that in- 
dent the rockribbed coastline—if ice 
and fog and tempest allow 
¢he perilous passage to be made in 
gafety. 

The outside world has small con- 
eention of the dangers that attend 
every stage of this industry, ar of the 
privations and misery endured by 
these hardy fisher folk in their six 
months’ struzgle to wrest a subsist- 
ance from the ocean. Disaster and 
death follow in the wake of the little 
arzosies and the annual death rall of- 
gen assumes appalling propartions. 

Whole crews are engulfed By ¢he 
smmighty billows and the entire sea- 
Hoard is strewn with the wreck of 
craft piled there by the spring breezes 
or autumn gales. Bergs and flaes do 
their part to augment the wrecks and 
in the blinding fogs collisions and 
strandings add to the fatalities.

Jewish Massacres 


New York, Aug. 15.—-The Tribune 
this morning says: “The Jewish 
Morning Journal will print today the 
following from its Warsaw (Russia) 
correspondent: ‘On Sunday, July 31, 
in the city of Ostrowitz, (government 
of Rodom), a Jew was quarreling with 
a Gentile. The latter who was an 
epileptic, fell during the encounter as 
a result of one of his epileptic fits. 
The Christian bystanders, however, 
raised the cry that the Jew murdered 
their comrade. 

“In a short time all the Christ- 
ian inhabitants of the town turned 
out, and proceeded to avenge the al- 
leged crime. The riot that ensued 
resolved itself into an awful massa- 
“re of Jews, of whom 20 were killed 
and a great number were wounded. 
The massacre lasted all day. 

“Another massacre occurred on Sat- 
urday, July 30, in the town of Potse- 
vel (government of Sedlitz) in the fol- 
iowing manner. A clergyman induc- 
ed a small Hebrew girl to embrace 
the Christian faith. The parents of 
the girl went to the church where 
their daughter was confined, accom- 
panied by some of their Jewish friends 
and demanded her release on the 
xround that the court decided that 
the girl was under age and could not 
act independently in such maiters, and 
that consequently her parents had 
the righc to interfere with her action. 
The clerzyman, seeing that the Jews 
were determined to use force if neces- 
sary, called the mayor to his aid. The 
two incited the populace against the 
Jews and a fierce rigt ensued. More 
than 100 Jews were severely wounded. 
The number of dead is unknown, be- 
cause the police withhold the facts.”

Business Outlook 


Commercial : 

While crop prospects continue very 
favorable, wheat continues to induige 
in acrobatic performances, resulting 
in an advanco for the week m Mani- 
Toba, cash wheat of 1-2c, and in Am- 
erican options of 6c per bushel. It 
looks as if farmers would receive re- 
cord prices for their grain. On this 
eccount there is gencrally a healthier 
end more optimistic underione in 
business circles, not only in the west, 
fut throughout the Dominion. 

Local wholesale trade is rather on 
the quiet side. In many lines this 
is the dull season. Still the volume 
of business continues steady. In pro- 
duce, fruits, etc., there is a noticeable 
jet-up now that the exhibition is 
over and the task of feeding thous- 
ands of visitors is veg gradually re- 
moved. 

An exceedingly satisfactory develop- 
ment in the United States, which 
must indirectly be beneficial to Can- 
ada, is the placing of a number of 
contracts by prominent consumers of 
jron and steel. The condition of this 
jnduatry is a reliable criterion of the 
country’s welfare especially of one 
which has its own resources so devei- 


oped as the Staics. The iron and 
steel industry has been languishing 
for some time, but the placing of 


these contracts wili prove a tonic as 
well as indicating that the railways 
bave more confidence in the situation. 

A steady growth in the Dominion’s 
foreizn trade is shown by the state- 
spent just for the fiscal year 
closing July 30th last. Tie

Such is the achieve- 
ment of the Territories as shown oy 
the jatest bulletin issued by the Com- 
missioner of Agrieutture, Regina. The 
acreage in spring “vheat this season 
is placed at 1,049,799 acres, and the ex- 
pected yield at, 19,827,500 bushels. The 
figures for 1900 are 412,864 teres, With 
a yled of 4,028,294 bushels. As com- 
pared with [het year, the increase in 
acreage ig 212,565 acres, and the in- 
crease {n yield 3,798,351 bushels. Pro- 
duction of fall wheat has also increas- 
ed, the acreage being 5,483 acres, vith 
en expected yield of 125;200 bushels, 
as compared with 3,440 acres with a 
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yield of 82,420 bushels last year, show- 
ing an increas> of 2,043 weres and 42,- 
730 bushels for the ‘Year- This makes 
the total ‘Incveage in wheat acreage 
214,608 arres, with an additional yield, 
according to the buletin’s estimate, of 
3,923,751 bushes.

Destroying Weeds 


Surface cultivation affords the best 
means of destroying ‘weeds. There 
are, of course, various ways of eradi- 
cating troubirsome weeds, depending 
lergely ulpon the sort of crops grown 
and the nature of the weeds themse.v- 
es. One method is to prevent the seed 
fron: meturinig, by growing a good «rap 
or an eartiy metur'ng crop such as 
clover. With a ikte maturing crop, 
whith allows the weed seeds to ripen, 
St fs adviechir ib edopt surface cuilti- 
vation aftcy hervest, so as to encour- 
age these seeds to germinate the same 
geasmi, when the young plants can be 
Gesireyed. Under such circumstances

the seeds ty dees plowing, Jeaving 
them In a ccindition to come to ‘the sur- 
face and rcerminete in scme future 
crop, in wh'ch Very Mikery it will be 
imipossible to destroy them.

Homestead Regulations 
Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitcba or the 
Northwest Territories, excepting 8 
and 16, which has not been home- 
steaded, or reserved to provide wood 
lots for settlers, or for other pur- 
poses, may be homesteaded upon by 


ang person who is the sole head of 2 
family, or any male over 18 years of 
age to the extent of ene quarter sec- 
tion, of 160 acres ,more or less 
ENTRY.—Entry may be made per- 
the district in which the lant to be 
taken is situate, or, if the home- 
steader desires, he may, on applica- 
tion to the Minister of the Interior, 
Ottawa, the Commissioner of Immi- 
gration, Winnipeg, or the local agent 
for the district in which the land is 
situate, receive authority for some 
one to make entry for him. A fee 
of $10.00 is charged for a homestead 


entry. 

HOMESTEAD DUTI£S.—A __ settler 
who has been granted an entry for 
a homestead is required by the pro- 
visions of the Dominion Lands Act 
and the amendments thereto, to per- 
form the conditions connected there- 
with, under one of the following 
upon and cultivation of the land in 
each year during the term of three 
plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residerice 


years, 

(2) If the father (or mother, if the 
father is deceased) of any person who 
is eligible te make a homestead entry 
under the provisions of this Act, re- 
side upon a farm in the vicinity of 
the land entered for by such person 
as a homestead, the requirements of 
-qO 0} JOTId 9oUepIsel OF SE OV stq} 
taining patent, may be satisfied by 
suck person residing with the father 
or mother. 

(3) If a settler has obtained a pat- 
ent for his homestead, or a certifi- 
cate for the issue of such patent, 
countersigned in the manner pres- 
cribed by this Act, and has obtained 
entry for a second homestead, the 
requirements of this Act as to resi- 
dence prior to obtaining patent may 
be gatisfied by residence upon the 
first homestead, if the second home- 
stead is in the vicintiy of the first 
homestead. 

(4) If the settler has his permanent 
residence upon farming land owned 
by him in the vicinity of his home- 
stead, the requirements of this Act 
as to residence may be satisfied by 
residence upon said Jand. 

The term “vicinity used above is 
meant to indicate the same township 
or an adjoinivg or cornering town- 


sbip. 

4 settler who avails himself of the 
provisions of Clauses 2, 3, or 4, must 
or substitute 20 head of stock, with 
cultivate 30 acres of his homestead, 
buildings ror their accommodation, 
and have besides 30 acres substan- 
fenced. 

Avery homesteader who fails to 
comply with the requirements of the 
homestead law is liable to have his 
entry cancalled, and the land may be 
again thrown open for entry. 

Application for patent should be 
made at the end of three years, be- 
fore the local agent, sub-agent, or 
Homestead Inspector. Before making 
application for patent the settler 
must give six months’ notice in-writ- 
ing to the Commissioner of Dominion 
Lands, at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

{Information.—Newly arrived immi- 
grunts will receive at the Immigra- 
tion Office, in Winnipeg, or at any 
Dominien Lands Office, in Manitoba 
or the Northwest Territories, infor- 
mation as to the lands that are open 
for entry, and from the officers in 
charge, free of expense, advice and as- 
sistance in securing land to suit them. 
Full information respecting the land, 
timber, coal and mineral laws, as well 
as respecting Dominion Lands in the 
Railway Belt in British Columbia, 
may be obtained nity application to 
the Secretary of the Department of 
the Interior, Ottawa, the Commis- 
siorer of Immigration, Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, or to any of the Dominion 
Lands Agents in Manitoba or the 
Northwest Territories.
